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Ordered Destroyed by Stalin 25 Years Ago 
Memorable Celebration for Dictator Tito 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS' 
For Communism’* most du­ 
rable dictator. June 28 should: 
he a day of victory celebration. 
Twenty five years ago, by or­ 
der 
of 
Joseph 
Stalin, 
inter­ 
national 
Communism's 
big 
command council, then known 
as the Communist Information 
Bureau or Cominform. adopted 
a resolution designed to destroy 
Josip Broz Tito. 
Tito not only long outlived 
Stalin but now is the object of ¡ 
ardent 
wooing 
by 
the 
same1; 
men in the Kremlin who once j 
joined in a chorus of vituper-' 
ation. 
Why, then, has Yugoslavia’s 
President for life seemed *o 
fretful lately? 
The 
current 
Tito-Kremlin 
relationship is only one of com­ 
plexities that 
mark a devel­ 
oping "era of peaceful coexist­ 
ence.” If Tito is fretful, possi­ 
bly the answer lies in just such 
complexities. Perhaps Tito, at 
81. now as ever regarding him­ 
self as an exemplary Leninist, 
worries that after he surren­ 
ders the reins he held for 28 
years. 
Yugoslavia 
will 
stray 
away 
from 
the 
"socialist” 
course he chose for them. Per­ 
haps he is concerned about his 
niche in the pantheon of Lenin­ 
ism. 
From the carnage of World 
War II. Tito emerged master of 
Y u g o s l a v i a , a federation 
created 
after 
the 
previous 
world war and made up of a 
wide 
variety of nationalities. 
Many of its people were indi 
vidualists 
with 
strong 
local 
prejudices. Tito’s Communists 
had to make concessions, par­ 
ticularly to the tough-minded 
peasantry which wouldn’t toler­ 
ate 
Collectivization, 
Soviet- 
style. For that, Tito incurred 
Stalin’s wrath. 
Stalin ordered Tito to Ro­ 
mania and a Cominform meet­ 
ing for "just criticism.” Mind­ 
ful of the disappearance of oth­ 
er Communists on similar jour­ 
neys of contrition, Tito balked. 
Stalin was furious. 


" I will shake my little finger 
and 
there 
will 
be 
no 
more 
Tito." Stalin raged to Nikita S. 
Khrushchev. "He will fall." 
The Cominform adopted on 
June 28. 1948 a resolution toss 
ing Tito and his party out of 
the fold on grounds of being 
"hateful” to the Russians, re­ 
sisting Soviet military advisers 
and 
following 
an 
"incorrect 
line" 
in 
developing 
Yugo­ 
slavia’s economy. 


What got in the way of Stal­ 
in's little finger? The cold war 
at that moment had reached a 
peak with a Soviet attempt to 
seize West Berlin by means of 
blockade. Until then, U.S.-Yu­ 
goslav 
relations could 
hardly 
have been worse, but with Yu­ 
goslavia threatened, the United 
States sprang to its aid. The 
implicit statement of a 
U.S. 
stake in Tito contributed much 
to his survival. 


These 
days, Soviet Yugoslav 
relations are warmer than they 
have been through the whole 25 
years. In fact, Tito seems less 
worried 
now 
about 
Moscow 
than about his own country. 
Yugoslavia is more open than 
any other Communist-ruled na­ 
tion has ever been. Its contacts 
with the West are many. Its 
government 
actively 
solicits 
business with capitalist coun­ 
tries. 


What is 
all 
that 
doing 
to 
Communist party control? 
Tito has spoken out against 
what he sees as a growth of 
private 
property 
psychology. 
He has claimed to have de­ 
feated forces that tried to un- 
aermine the system. He has de 
plored 
"nonsocialist 
behavior 
and phenomena such as specu­ 
lation. 
accpetance of benefits 
without working for them and 
so forth.” 
Tito’s current worries as he 


approaches retirement from ac­ 
tive participation in the affairs 
of state stem directly from the 
very 
openness 
of 
Yugoslav 
society. 
People 
speak 
their 
m i n d s , 
among 
them 
in­ 
tellectuals who aae not enthu­ 
siastic 
for 
the 
"worker-self- 
management’’ system that has 
evolved in Yugoslavia. 
The ruling League of Commu­ 
nists has been interfering ac­ 
tively 
in 
university 
affairs, 


searching out forbidden ideas. 
So-called "anarcho-liberal" pro 
fessors have been under heavy 
press attack. 
On 
the 
party 
scene, 
there 
have Iren a number of purges 
over the years, the most recent 
in late 
1971 
and early 
1972. 
More may be coming as out 
|siders 
look 
on 
with 
concern 
about what may happen after 
Tito. 
I 
But for all that, it’s a long, 


long 
way 
from 
Stalinism 
or 
anything 
like 
the 
suffocating 
repressions of the Soviet sys­ 
tem. Younger men are coming 
up now in the party leadership 
with their own interpretations 
of 
"self management." 
They 
may take it more literally than 
was intended, and in fact put it 
into practice. That, in fact, can 
dilute Communist authority and 
lead in the direction away from 
dictatorial control.

Force 
pilots 
for

missions they don’t fly and the 
salaries of Cambodian soldiers

gressional staff report. 
The 
report, written by two 
staff 
investigators 
for 
the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee 
who 
toured 
Southeast 
Asia in April, detailed military 
conditions 
in 
Thailand. 
Laos, 
Cambodia and Vietnam in the 
aftermath of the Paris peace 


agreements and the subsequent 
withdrawal of American troops. 
The study, issued Sunday by 
a subcommittee of the foreign 
relations panel, said investiga­ 
tors Jam es G. Lowenstein and 
Richard 
M. 
Moose discovered 
the United States was making 
monthly lump sum payments to 
Laotian Air Force pilots for not 
flying missions. 
“ We were told that the Lao 
Air Force wants to comply with 
the 
ceasefire 
but 
that 
the 
m ilitary 
region 
commanders, 
especially in the south, continue 


to call for strikes.” the staff 
aides reported, adding that the 
funds were paid “ to encourage 
the air force not to fly.” 
The 
two 
investigators 
said 
they confirmed that the money 
to pay Laotian flight salaries 
comes from the Pentagon and 
is disbursed through the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency outpost 
in 
Vientiane, 
the 
capital 
of 
Laos. 
The 
report 
also 
confirmed 
stories 
of 
how 
thousands 
of 
children under 16 were on the 
Cambodian 
Arm y 
payroll 
— 
perhaps as many as 4,500. 


Cambodian unit commanders 
“ like 
to 
recruit 
children 
be­ 
cause they can pocket their pay 
and 
the 
children 
don’t 
com­ 
plain,” the report said. 
The 
study 
said 
Lowenstein 
and Moose were also told by 
Cambodian 
officials 
that 
as 
many 
as 
100,000 
“ phantom” 
soldiers may have been listed 
on 
that 
country’s 
military 
payroll. 
The 
major 
reason 
for 
the 
deception, 
according 
to 
U.S. 
and Cambodian authorities, was 
a corrupt system that allowed 


top ranking Cambodian military 
officers to 
pocket the 
money 
allocated to pay the fictitious 
soldiers. 
The staff report was general­ 
ly pessimistic on the prospects 
for a lasting peace in Vietnam 
if the United States relies on 
political maneuvering. 
The study saw 
“ little pros­ 
pect that peace will be restored 
by political means, 
given the 
apparent continued 
determina­ 
tion 
of 
Hanoi 
(and 
the 
Viet 
Cong) to displace the existing 
political structure in the south, 


and given the South Vietnamese 
government's 
adamant 
refusal 
to afford either the Communists 
or 
the 
non-communist 
opposi­ 
tion 
any 
meaningfut 
role 
in 
political life.” 
The 
investigators 
also 
con­ 
cluded 
that President 
Nixon s 
administration “ mac have mis­ 
calculated badly” if it thought 
the Communists “ would aban­ 
don their lifelong objectives or 
that 
(South Vietnam’s) 
Presi­ 
dent (Nguyen Yani Thieu would 
be willing to risk the tenuous 
security won for him by the 
United States.”
